The question has been asked several times whether it is 

necessary to inspect florists' supplies,, such as azaleas , which 
art often destroyed as soon as their rather transient decorative 
use is over. The risk with azaleas and plants of this kind is 
in the repeated finding in such material of gipsy moth egg masses, 
as reported in news letters hitherto issued. An additional in- 
stance of this kind is reported in this news letter on azaleas 
from Belgium. It does not seem safe to neglect inspection of 
any imported plant which may be field-grown. Very frequently, 
also, azaleas and similar plants are set out in gardens or door- 
yards after their house use is completed, or are thrown out in 
yards or vacant lots, where the hatching larvae later on may eas- 
ily gain access to vegetation. 

An ^interesting finding of fragments of the Mexican cotton 
boll weevil in wild cotton seed from Mexico was one of the features 
of the local inspection service of the Board, recorded under the 
District of Columbia. 

While it is true that the great mass of the insects and 
diseases reported in these news letters are" of common species al- 
ready established in this country, the record is interesting as 



exhibiting the condition of the imported stock as to general clean- 
liness from different countries, and the reporting of all these 
findings 5s a very distinct educational training for inspectors,, 
Inspectors, therefore, are urgently requested to report all insects 
or diseases found in the course of their examinations of imported 
stock. Wherever there is a likelihood of a possible identification, 
and the inspector is not able to make such an identification himself,, 
it is again urged that specimens be sent to this office for reference 
to the experts of the Bureau of Entomology or the National Museum. 
An identification such as "pupa" is of very little value unless the 
family, or at least the order to which it belongs, be also given. 
There is always a possibility that partially identified things may 
be pests of considerable importance. 

In spite of the disturbed conditions in Europe, importa- 
tions of plants and nursery stock are proceeding in a fairly normal 
way, and even Belgian stock is coming over in considerable quantities 
via Holland. In response to a cable inquiry this office was advised 
through the French Ambassador at Washington that the French inspec- 
tion service would be maintained, and large importers of Trench stock 
have since confirmed this advice. Under the existing European condi- 
tions there may naturally be expected some irregularity in compliance 
with our regulations, and certain leniency may occasionally be nec- 
essary, especially where safety can be fully assured by adequate in- 
spection on this side, either at the port of entry or destination.
